WhCQ ve look at tho B}a»a.ou a ealm, 
clear uight, ^rfaoIl all the myriadi of 
atars are Bbmiog, iho least tboaghtful 
mind is impressed with the idea that » 
fiolcmn oalm reigns there. Ouo i$ in- 
clined to beliero that all those suob are 
in a Btat« of perfect rest. Tho astroDO- 
mer sees that they moYe. They haTO 
■everal different movementa. These, 
however, are only apparent. Tho turn- 
ing of the eoi'th upon its axia and its 
iiiuvement around the suu cause these 
uioveuienta to appeal'. The astronomer 
i ecogTiizes the stoi's aa in one aeuae still 
or lixed. But tho stai- depths are full of 
uoiue and tumult. Go into some manu- 
factory where a moss of machinery ia in 
motion, where there is a scene of great 
energy and noise. It is abBolntely noth- 
ing compai-ed >rith whtit i» going on in 
the depths of apooe. Wo are able to 
understand this when wc luiovr that the 
stars are so far away. The noitrest of 
all the stars lies at such a distance that 
ouv own sun, set behido it, would aeem 
to be an ordinary star of tho second 
magnitude. The star which is consid- 
ered the nearest to iia is Alpha Geutacu'i. 
I think I am justitied in saying that it 
is the only one whoHo distance from tlrn 
earth isabsolutely known. Forinstance, 
No, 61 of the constellation of the Swou 
is aaid to bo tho second in distance from 
UR. Its distance is said by some to bo 
three timcH ui> giual 11:1 that of the near- 
est star, whicli liea twenty millions of 
millioub-«' luilfs tiom us. An Ameri- 
can astrouoinei', I'etors, makes it only 
twice as far. Huiice, between the two 
oolculatiouB there is nu error of at least 
Uia millions of uiillious of miles. 

The ti'ouble is that astronomers can- 
not get space enough to work upon. 
No base line of suQiiueut length can bo 
obtained for the calculation by triangu- 
lation of suoii'te^ormous distances. But 
wo know that these stars lie so for away 
that tlio Bun would bu a small star bo- 
aide one of tUeni. Tlie sun is not a stoi' 
of the first maguitiidt', hut we shall take 
him nfl a spec-imcn stiiv. 

In the first place, tho suu lios at a difi- 
tanc© of between !(2,()00,000 and 93,000,- 
000 miles from the earth. A traim of 
cars going at the rale of twenty miles aui' 
hour would bo 500 years in travorsiug 
that enormous distance. A cannon ball 
shot from a Krupp gun would bo thirteen 
years, if it could maintain the same ratei 
of speed throughout the entire distance. 
Even light, which travels with a velocity 
wholly bp.yoiid couceptiou, takes eight 
and one-quarter minutes in reach iug ua. 
Hence, tl>e auii is ui>t in the place whei'e 
ho seems to be. He is just as far away 
fi-om where he seems to bo aa. ho cau 
tiavel in eight oud one-quarter rtinUtea,- 
which is 9,000 miles. And thirliiods ua 
to the importout thought that, if •gravity 
traveled at only the samo rate, tiro wfiblii 
solai' system would be thrown out "of 
gear. The planets would have iheir 
patha so widened that they wopld ,'not 
get the right amount of heat and'light 
from the suu. Ueuce, gravity-trayerseB 
distance at a inte intinitely greater than 
the velocity of lij^lit. 

The suu is u tremendous bo<ly. if w<» 
were on the suu gravity would crush. u» 
flat. Its light and heot are Vfonderful. 
The electric light has-ouly oue-thirS tlcu 
aTorf^e lUBt«r of the sun's surface. .> 
square inch of the sun's sTirfac* would 
give 800 times os much, and the entire 
sun one quadrillion, times as much light 
as an electric light. ' 1 . 

Wa inquire whence the sun gets hi>. 
power of making heat. It was once sup- 
posed that tho sun was lire. Hut even 
if it were of the best burning substance- 
it would be used up in 5,000 years. Tht 
latest theory ifl that the sun's heat is de- 
rived from its own gravitating power 01- 
e.rled on its own mass. Tho sun's age is 
another question. The ago of the earth 
proves that the aun must be very old; 
but ho should havo shrunk more. T 
^hink the sim is not what he aeamfl. I 
think the surfnco we look upon is olouda. 
and that the win in reality is much 
smaller than tho surfuca we view.

Cut 
they connived at tlio policy of ter 
rorism until it may at last 
have got beyond their power to con- 
trol, and murder and outrage become 
a recognized law of their party. No 
one doubta that Ireland lias sull'ered 
great wrong in the past; but just as the 
ends and aims of her representatives 
appeared about to bo acconipli-shed^ 
two gentlemen who entered the Irish 
capital with a message of peace and 
good Avill are butchered — their gaping 
wounds like so many mouths proclaim- 
ing the manner and the object of their 
murder. 

ROTATION OF riiOPS. 

In the present day, to ancceed as an 
agriculturalist, requires a thorough know- 
lodge, not only of ordinary farm practice, | 
but also a correct understanding of the | 
urinciples upon which such practice is b;is- i 
cd. We Jiavo indicated tlio advantages 
wliieh may bo secured by the judicious 
alternation of the various farm plants at 
our disposal. Wo ahall now proceed to 
lay before our readers some of the results 
which have been achieved by the re- 
searches of scientists in this direction. 
All advanced farmers of the present day 
admit, that in a well planned system of 
farmins, the subject of crox) rotations 
must be carefully considered as one of the 
essential elements of success in its high- i 
est and best sense. Tlio alternating of j 
crops in systematic order is not, as many | 
suppose, a modern invontionthnthas been j 
gradually developed by tho unfolding of I 
ncientific knowledge, ajid its application ! 
to agriculture. Tho early writera on ng- j 
ricuUuro, oven from the times of the i 
ClreokB and Tlomans, liavc, however, | 
ipiito uniformly urged, from tho teach- j 
ing of esperionce, the advantages of a sue- i 
cession of crops. Thoy found that a var- ! 
iety of crops grown in succession — all ! 
other conditions being equal — would give i 
li. greater aggrog;ito j'iclil that could olli- 
i-rwiae be obtained. It is true the rca.son ' 
lur such results could nut be given, but ! 
practical men were fully agcced in urging 
its importanco, and many ayaienia of ro- 
t^tions, more .or le.ss perfect, were plann- 
ed/ soreo of wliich became the prevailing 
rule of farm practice in particular locali- 
ties. Hence it is that no hard and fast 
rule can bo laid down to suit all condi- 
tions of climateandsoil, Thepracticalrules 
of alternating crops of difl'eront habits and 
modes of growth are based on correct but 
as yet not fully explained principles. This 
has been shown by direct experiment. 
The remarkable osporinionts carried on 
for so many years atRotliamste.ad by Dr.". 
I^wa and Gilbert liavo thrown u large 
amount of light on the efl'ects produced 
on tho soil by continuous cropping, tho 
anplication of various manures andatim- 
iilants, and the alternating of corwd with 
leguminous crops. Thoy obtained nearly 
as much wheat in eight crop.s, alternated 
with eight crops of beans (on'strong clay 
land) as in si.xtecu crops of wlie.it grown 
consecutively without manure in iinother 
Held; and also nearly as much whoat as in 
eight crops alternated with bare fallow. 
Tn a series of oiperiineiita (also at Rotli- 
amstead) made with a largo initnbcrof fer- 
tilizors, it was found that nitrogen gave 
tho best results with wheat, and that the 
crops of beans alternated with the wheat 
drew from tho soil something like twice 
as much nitrogen each year as a crop of 
wheat on tho plots where it was cantinu- 
ously giown. The results are not only 
remarkable, but of grcatpractical interest. 
The yield of wheat each year was, in fact, 
nearly doubled by its alternating with a 
crop (beans) that drew from the soil more 
than twice as nuicli nitrogen, the very el- 
ement of fertility that gave the best re- 
sults in its own growth. Tho value of 
experiments of this kind lies in tho fact 
which they reveal, viz., that what are 
called the exhausting effects of a crop are 
not to bo inwiaured oxclusiovly by what 
is removed from the soil. Aiany theories

plants. This excretory theory, although 
for the time a popular one, was finally 
abandoned as untenable. The reseaiclie.s 
of Liebig in thi.s direction led to what is 
now known as the luineial theory, and 
was accepted as giving a bettor cxidana- 
tion of the known facts ot crop rotations, 
According to this theory, |)lant.s derived 
their niineial, or ash eoustituents, from 
the soil, and <ibfained from tho atmos- 
phere their supply of carbo!i and nitrogen.^ 
As crops diSisred.in their .asli cpiislitgeats." 
it was assumed that their demands upon 
tlio soil would diller, and that this largely 
e.\|>laiued tho advantages of rotations.

Thomas Henry 
liiirke, under secretary, wont for a walk 
in Phoenix Pat k and were shot close to 
tho Chief Seorotary's Lodge. No arrests 
have been made. 

L.vTF.i; — Now it appears Lord Fiod'k 
Caveudisli and undor secretary Uurko 
were stabbeil and nut, shot. They wore 
both strolling in the park about li.ilf a 
mile from the city and 4uarU;r of a mile 
from (he chief secretary's lodgo when a 
car drove up containing four men, two nf 
whnm juinpod down from the car and at- 
(ackinl l<nrd Cavendish and Mr. Hurke, 
slabbing them both several times in the 
throat and breast.

He 
was industrious and saving, and a few 
weeks ago he determined to visit his par- 
ents, who still resided in tho oldCaiiadian 
home. It is stated, too, that bis jiarents 
were not the only ones whom he desired 
to see. There was some one else, (o 
whom he had written of his intended 
visit, who was impatiently counling the 
hours until his coming, and who would 
probably have loturned (o this State- with 
iuin as a happy bride. On the fatal day 
of tho ex[ilosion the young imm, who had 
made all arrangements tor stalling on the 
morrow, cheerfully wended his way 
acro.s3 the Pinolo hills, to visit his friends 
at the powder works, lo bid (hem good- 
bye, and to receive any mes.sage that they 
might desire to send to their parents and 
friends. Ho reached tho building where 
tho powder is manufactured and siepiied 
in to greet his couilwnionfl. It (hat in- 
stant there camo a terrible flash, a roar as 
if the surrounding hills had been hurled 
from their foundations, and (he building 
with all its contents was scattered foi' 
hundreds of yards around. When assis- 
tance came, there among the debris and 
sinokiim ruins, with several limbs and 
mingled trunks, lay the three eompan- 
ioll^. The greeting was never said, the 
message never given: and far aw.ay, in 
tho bleak climate of the iini tli, throe 
homes are ihrouded in gloom, and thoru 
awaits tho afliancod bride, whoso hand is 
destined never to clasp that of her un- 
fortunate lover.

The organs of the present administra-

Not only was ho tho first 
rat to desert the sinking ship, but it w.a8 
ascertained afterward beyond all possibi- 
lity of doubt that he had actually boon for 
some time in secret communication with 
(he ononiy — that it had till been iirranged 
for him to stop from ono ship to the other 
without ever welting hia feci! History 
records the fad of Mudas Iscariet and 
Pilate," having met secretly at Kreimler's 
farm on Sunday and arranged Iho whole 
jilot! Clever, do you s;iy/ O, yes. But 
how about principle? How about honor — 
roiniiuiH ihreitcij? It will bo remembered 
that Mr. Beaven was a staunch supporter 
by the McHoiglit tloverniueiit; but for 
all that he croiis up in the Walkom Oo- 
vernnient! Next, and more notably, wo 
lind the "Honorable Tom" in a role very 
ainiilar to that of his leader. .'\. member 
of the Elliott Government, hesucceedod in 
wringgling himself into the W^alkem Oo- 
vernment; and unless dame rumor great- 
ly wrongs him, he made advances to tho 
present Opposition during the late session, 
when the f:dl of tho fiovoriiment appeared 
iinininenl, oli'ering to join them and bring 
with him his sole follower and solicitaiy 
atlniircr on condition, of course, of having 
a place in the new Cabinet I To tho cre- 
dit of the Opposition be it recorded that 
these dishonorable advances wore treated 
as they deserved. And yet it is these 
men who have the unparalleled audacity to 
prate about political principle and honor! 
Out upon such unblushing iinpcrlinence! 
So much for the throe Ministers who are 
put forward by their paid organs— paid 
with the iieoplo's money— as possessing a 
monopoly of political principle and patri- 
otism. A word about factitious opposi- 
tion and obatrucliiig public business. In 
order to institute a comparison we will 
take the reader back to tho spring of 1878. 
The Elliott government was in power 
and tho legislature was in session. Bar- 
ties were so evenly diviikd that the full 
house, on a division, stood Bl to 11.

In order lo ac- 
complish that [ladiotic object, they did 
not hesitate to delay public business for 
seven weeks and involve the country in i 
the turmoil and expense of a general 
eleclion (tud an extra nessloii! And yet 
these are the very same men who raised 
such ii howl because the present opposi- 
tion occasioned some little delay of ordi- 
nary business in order to investigate tho 
dry ilock afl'air which threatened to

" VEILED TREASON." 

Sir John Kaedonald's OloslnrBomaxJss 
on tho Slako Treaty Bosolntion. 

The hop. gentleman who introduced 
this resolution lias pooh-hoohed 'the idea 
of war arising out of commercial treaties. 
War may not break out, but what is as 
bad, ill a coiiimorcial point of view, is a 
cessation of political intercourse. For 
years there li.aa been no diplomatic coni- 
niunicalion between England and Mexico, 
in consequence of an act on the part ot 
Mexico by which England cfuisidered she 
was injured. There is no communication 
belweon those two countries, greatly to 
the interruption of trade between them. 
Coinniercial treaties, it must bo reinom- 
berod, do not signify merely tlio inter- 
change of commodities. Tho reeiprooity 
treaty was not only a bargain for tho in- 
terchange of commodities, but it handed 
over for a consideration the riglit to (ish 
in our waters. Vou know what troubles 
Canada has had respecting these same 
fisheries, and what expense England liaa 
been put to in helping us to guard our 
rights with reforence to them. : Ton 
know that she has had frequent, and 
sometimes angry, correspondence with 
tho United States regarding them, and 
you know that her Majesty's, ships and 
seamen have been employed in protect- 
ing the Canadian interest in them, and 
that wo have not been asked to pay ono 
single farthing of the coat. (Gheers.) 
Sir, I think wo ' would not be 
gainers by becoming an independent 
nation, making our own treaties 
on our own responsibility, and being 
obliged lo enforce llieiu or submit to a 
breach of them. (Applause.) If wo have 
Engiaiid at our back — (cheers) — she will 
use tho whole force of her empire — I do 
not mean her material force only, but hor 
moral and national force — to vindicate 
our rights, which have been agreed to by 
treaties and by tho sovereign act of the 
government and parliament of England. 
(Cheers,) We would be foolish if, incon- 
sequence of delays in communications be- 
tween the Foreign Ollice and the Colonial 
Ollieo, we should throw away all the ad- 
vantages we get as an integral portion of 
the British Empire, all tlio advantage we 
gain by being supported by her, and by 
having o«r treaties recognized as treaties 
between the nations with whom we ne- 
gotiate and lOngland, (Hear, hear.) That 
being so, I think these resolutions will do 
harm in England. Disguise them aa you 
will, they moan separation and indepen- 
dence. (Hoar, hear.) Those resolutions 
mean commercial independence. By-and- 
liye we will have, and there aro symptoms 
of it, a t.alk of political indepenilence. 
First commercial independence, then po- 
litical indopendencc. Sir, I have said 
again and again that I was born a British 
subject, ami I hope to die ono. (Cheers,) 
I know tho people of Can.ida, with few 
and insignificant exceptions, aro in favor 
of the continuance nf our connection 
with England, believing that tho 
best interests, moral and material, of 
Canada arc involved in tho connection be- 
tweon tho Mother Country and her loving 
and loyal colony, (Hear, hoar.) I think, 
sir, this resolution, if passed, would 
do a great deal of harm. It 'WOuld 
tend to lead to tho belief that wo do 
not appreciate tho kind assistance 
we have received tdrcady from 
England. It would he an invitation to 
England to s.iy at once, If you are going 
to have ambassadors of your own, we 
will net assist you in negotiating in 
France, Spain, (ierinany, or anywhere 
else. (Hear, hear.) Sir, the people of 
this country do not want that. They de- 
sire a continuance of our connection with 
England. (Cheers.) They have a most 
loyal affection for tho mother country. 
They believe that tho honor and dignity 
and progress of Canada aro promoted by 
our connection with tho empire. They 
believe wo will continue to receive the 
strength that England pledged, and when 
the promise of England is given it is 
never broken — (hear, hear) — by the gov- 
ernment and tho people of England. 
(Kenowed applause.) This resolution 
then will do us harm. It is a sort of 
boastful resolution. It bo.asts of our 
coming strength, and discounts our fu- 
ture. It declares our desire for com- 
mercial independence, with an ill -con- 
cealed wish that that shall- be a stepping 
stone for sometiiing farther; that our do- 
pondcnco ontheci£ipiroBhallcoaso,andtli.at 
as soon as is convenient we shall — and it 
would be injurious and ruinous to the 
best intereata of Canada — be cast upon 
our own resources. I trust the resolution 
will not pass.

The merchant, the lawyer, the physi- 
cian and the minister mnst take piido in 
Ilia profession if ho would do good work 
in it. Ho mast not hold it in contempt, 
if hi! would succeed in it. 

It should bo exactly the same with the 
farmer. 

But I am sorry to say that he does not 
always seem lo take that prido in. his 
chosen lino of labor that he wpuld 
be warrantable in doing. He is qtiite 
apt to undervalue himself, or his profes- 
sion rather. Ho has fallen- into the 
habit of thinking that tho f.irmer is quite 
inferinr in point of importance lo tho 
morchaiit or the lawyer. They make 
their mark in the coiumunily, while the 
farmer remains in comparative obscurity. 
He goes on in the even tenor of his w.iy, 
from one year to another, and it would 
inaltor little to the world whether he 
worked or remained idle. It would bo a 
matter of canmientil and; it wbuld ailed 
the'intercst of a lilrge civolo, if the mer- 
chant or (he lawyer were to do nothing. 
So the farmer argues that they are of 
more importance than ho is. 

Ho is wrong. Ho untlerrates himself. 
The trouble with him is, he has boon 
content to let others think for him. 
They have thought, and quite naturally 
they have put their own professions in 
the front, and the farmer's has been left 
so far ill the rear that ho has settled 
down lo the conviction that that is where 
it belongs. 

It is high time that the farmer began to 
think for himself. Ho is abundantly 
able lo do so. He should Tgol; tho idea 
out of his head' that hia profession is one 
of minor importance; for it is not, and 
the more ho thinks aud acts for himself 
the more pride he will lake in it. He will 
see that while it may not bo as showy in 
its results as some others are, it is really 
the foundation stone of national prosper- 
ity. When be gets lo thinking of it in 
that way, he will tiegin to realize what 
injustice he has done himself m thinking 
for so long that ho wa.^ really of but 
small iniporttinco in the world. 

The idea of the true iiuportauee of the 
profession is growing in the minds of 
farmers of to-tlay. They aro beginning 
to think. They arc inaking themselves a 
literature of their own, 'I'lioy are start- 
ing to do now what the inoreliant, the 
lawyer, the physician, and. the minister 
have been doing all along. They begin to 
realizethot they must edueata themselves 
to a higher standard if they would keep 
111) with the spirit of progress wliieh char- 
acterizes the age; and they can dn that in 
only one way: by an e.'iichaiigo of ideas 
with each other, and a .systematic, acion- 
lific thinking-out of the problem which 
the farm put before them. 

The idea of tho insignificanco of their 
profession h.ia been tho direct result of a 
Lack of thought on their part. They have 
failed to perceive the real dignity of the 
position they occupy, because I hey have 
not tried to bring out the olomeiits of 
strength and beauty which aro in it by 
combined oli'orts and a wide-spread gen- 
eral culture. The more Ihey think, 
the more pride they will take in their 
profession.
